I have never been able to write a statement that satisfies 
me and quite frankly my philosphy is always in a state of 
flux. So I make objects rather than statements. As for my 
convictions: they are more a matter of faith than knowledge - 
at bottom unpr-oveable. For this reason the artist is more 
like the priest or magician rather than the philosopher; he 
creates illusion. The viewer is invited to believe, disbelieve 
question, doubt, reject, or assent. This response will always 
suffer change - rejecting at one moment, assenting the next etc 

I believe a good piece of art should; 

bring the viewer back to look again 

raise questions that cannot be answered 

clarify one idea and cloud another 

I believe an artist should try to: 

go to work everyday and do something 

train to work by instinct 

walk through walls 

The artist’s only job is to go about the business of making art 
(whatever it’s significance). If he has something to say, with 
a little luck, he will be heard. If in the process he manages 
to shed a little light (not his true motivation) so much the 
better. 

It is not his job to argue a philosophy, grind an ax, raise 
social consciousness, plead a cause, or create ideals. 

I would like to believe that this is what my work is about: 
that all of our figurings are purely gratuitous and that we 
still persist though we may never know what we need to know.
